The next number came out the following Friday, with 5 


account of the humorous things which had occurred during the 
week in the section and also in S. 1. There were two type- 
written copies issued this week, instead of one as before. One 
copy stayed with the section, the other being sent during the 
day to each of the Freshman sections. In the course of the 
third week of its existence the paper was more thoroughly 
organized. Mr. Berliner, now at the “M. I. T.” was editor 
and printer—more properly the typewriter,—Mr. Lutz was 
assistant editor and Mr. Schmitt was proof-reader. 

The staff then got to work to gather material, not only for 
the regular weekly issues, but also for a large Christmas num- 
ber, Mr. Randolph getting data for the history of the course; 
Mr. Skinner writing a prophecy for the section, and Mr. White 
giving one on his first year sections. For financial support, 
Mr. Bruce Magruder collected about a dollar and a half. All 
was going nicely. The name of the paper at the third issue 
was changed to “The Technical Weekly,” and contained a little 
story by one of the most talented members of the section, when 
suddenly our hopes were shattered. An article was solicited 
from Miss Steele, one of our teachers, who showed great inter-

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est in the undertaking, but unfortunately she advised us to ask 
Mr. Hughes for his permission to run the paper in the Techni- 
cal sections. We did. He talked the matter over with the 
editor of “The Review,” and told him to try to get us to give 
our support to that paper, fearing that the Central High School 
could not support two publications. He further said that in 
the next issue of his paper there would be an account of the 
Technical High School, yet it did not appear in the next, nor 
in any subsequent issue. We took The Review’s proposition 
under consideration and our editor not thinking it advisable 
to try to withstand such opposition, withdrew “The Technical 
Weekly,” on the conditions named by the elder paper; but that 
publication gave the course no more attention than before. 

Though the “Technical Weekly” died, there was still in our 
minds the idea of having a paper when we should be made a 
separate school. There was, of course, a class ahead of us the 
next year when this took place, but as the new school was still 
housed at “Old Central” it did not try to publish a school 
paper. The action of the Senior Class left the field clear for 
us when we should get in the new building, and we were not 
slow in taking advantage of it. Shortly after the opening of 
school this year the project was placed before Mr. Gerry. He 
considered it very carefully, and spoke to the other members 
of the faculty before giving a decided answer. Of course, his 
approval was obtained, but it was only on condition that the 
paper should not be trashy. From Mr. Gerry the promoters 
went to the class. It was thought by the class that to under- 
take the issuing of the paper was a matter of such moment 
that a special committee of five was appointed to investigate 
the practicability of a paper and also the number of issues to 
be put out. The committee waited on Mr. Gardner, who inti- 
mated that he would only sanction an Annual. With this 
opinion, and considering the prices of getting out a paper of 
the size of the “Hand and Mind,” a report was returned 
advising an Annual. The class did not care much for this, 
and only after much difficulty was the report accepted. The 
report, however, was not acted upon as far as establishing an 
Annual went, for the committee with two more members was 
re-elected to reconsider it. A second report was made, based 
on Mr. Gardner’s change in opinion and also the returns which 
might be expected from subscriptions and advertisements, 
showing that the only other possible and practicable way was a 
Quarterly. The report was accepted without opposition, and a 
Quarterly was voted for. The only thing for the class to do 
now was to elect the editor-in-chief from three persons named 
by Mr. Gerry. Mr. M. B. Wilson was elected and, with the 
approval of his class, selected his staff.
